and the janitors' association. 


Tho meeting was replete with 
dis- 


cussions and Supt. Molloy and Mr. Ri- 
ley both entered objections to state- 
ments made by Mr. Bruin, saying they 
were beinff unfairly attacked. 
Supt. 


Molloy eusked the committee to protect 
him from such attacks, or he would 
have to ask to be excused 
from 
the 


meetings. 
The meeting was called to order at 


1 55 o'clock with all members present. 


Miss Rowell of the Ryramore street 


school was granted permission to hire 
one of the teachers of that school 
to 


care for children 
who 
stity at 
tho 


school during the noon hour. 


Tho school commit toe authorized a 


year's subscription to an educational 
service being started by the National 
3Muoation association, the coat to be 
$25. 


First grado certificates were granted 


William J. Heard on and tioorge J. M. 
Grant. 


Permission was gran ted Miss G er- 


trude O'Erion, music supervisor, to at- 
tend a convention of music, supervisors 
in Rochester, N. Y., in March, at the

Mrs. Pearson amended tho motion to 


refer the list to the janitors' associa- 
tion.

Janitorial Work lij- Contract 


Mr. Delaney brought up the question 


of contract labor doing janitorial work 
In some cities and towns and asked ii1 
this would not have some effect on tho 
cost per room as he understood under 
the contract plan only a few janitors 
are hired In comparison and they in 
turn hire boys and girls to do the work 
at very low wages. 


Mr. Molloy said that two and possibly 


three cities on tho list,did let the Jani- 
torial work out on contract. 
Mr. Da- 


]aney said he hoped 
th« 
committee 


would not haggle over granting the 
janitors a decent wage. At the present 
time the minimum is $1550 and he said 
he did not believe it right to ask a man 
to bring up a family on this pay. "Thy 
schools in Lowell," he said, "are the 
best kept of .any we bavo seen In our 
trips to other ciiies and If we wan_ 
them kept this way we must pay our 
janitors a decent wage."

scientious, self-sacrificing; efforts n:e.de 
by those angaged in this work. 


I have also been bound to study the 


financial condition of our city, 
its 


ability to increase its revenue by just 
taxation, and the right of the school 
jommittee to seelc from the city coun- 
cil and budget commission, a aub- 
jtantlal Increase In tho amount to be 
illowed for the. school department. 


Tho budget, as already 
carefully 


prepared by tho executives 
of 
the 


school department on as economical 
j. basis as they deem It possible for 
the proper conduct of tho school de- 
mrtment for the year 1924, calls for 
m increase of approximately $130,000, 
.f which approximately $73,000 Is r«- 
luiroU for the increase in salaries for 
.hose whose salaries 
automatically 


increase for length of service under 
the existing rules of the school com- 
mittee.

It appears that the women teachers' 


lalaries In tlio past ten years have 
been increased somewhat In excess of
